An unidentified man was taken to the 
UC Davis Medical Center Saturday 
evening after falling at least 15 feet from 
. the grandstand at Hornet Stadium during 

the 44th annual Coca-Cola Causeway 
Classic. Reports indicate he was con- 
scious when he when transported by am- 
bulance after receiving emergency medi- 
cal treatment at the scene. 

Ann Reed of CSUS Public Affairs 
office described the accidentas a “signifi- 
cant fall” which led to a very serious 
situation. Reed said a step in section 201 
on the visitors side of the grandstand 
appears to have given way. 

The man fell through the opening and 
struck several of the grandstand supports 
as he fell to the ground. 

A spokesperson for the UC Davis 
Medical Center said the victim was listed 
in fair condition on Monday. The victim’ s 
name and age were unknown at press 
time. 

_. Thegrandstand was ordered closed by 
CSUS President Donald Gerth immedi- 
ately after the conclusion of the football 
game. 

An safety inspection the entire grand- 
stand is underway. Reed said the univer- 
sity hopes to have the inspection com- 
pleted and the grandstand open before the 
nexthome football. CSUS is scheduled to 
play Idaho State at Hornet Stadium on 
Oct. 4. 

The stadium was refurbished in 1992 
and has undergone annual safety inspec- 
tions since then said Reed.

50th anniversary celebration

Traffic must have been terrible. 

CSUS was being born, and found- 
ing president Guy West led the way.

and organizations after the ceremony, 
many of the groups will staff booths 
and host luncheons across the cam- 
pus, offering still more food. 

“It’s going to have a festive, River 
City feel to it,” said Ann Reed, asso- 
ciate vice president for CSUS public 


affairs. “We’re going to have a ton of 
food from the clubs at those booths.”

Fifty years after its birth, CSUS 
continues to improve on itself. 

The new Founders’ Rose Garden 
behind the Roundhouse eatery was 
constructed out of bricks, dirt and — 
of course — roses. But it was also 
constructed with the support of the 
alumni classes of 1948-53. 

Notable benefactors on a bronze 
plaque in the garden include Dean 
Donald Bailey; F. Blair Mayne; 
Bernice West; and Henry Rex 
Hansen. 

Dozens of roses have been planted 
in the area, which also features a 
newly-planted tree to provide shade. 
A brick walkway has been laid 
throughout the rose garden, along 
with the installation of a new irriga- 
tion system.

but threat still exists 


Most victims 
know their 
attackers

Campus crime statistics show 
that only one rape occurred last 
semester at CSUS, but according 
to FBI national statistics 64 per- 
cent of rapes go unreported, said 
Laurie Bisset-Grady, the director 
of the Health Center. 

The Sacramento Police Depart- 
ment arrested a 19-year-old CSUS 
student in May for allegedly rap- 
ing a 21-year-old dorm resident 
following an attack at an off-cam- 
pus apartment. According to John 
Hamrick, an investigator for cam- 
pus police, the victim claimed she 
could not have given consent be- 
cause she was intoxicated. 

“In the majority of rape cases, 
the victim and the attacker know 
each other, alcohol is usually in- 
volved, and the rape usually hap- 
pens inside one of their resi- 
dences,” Hamrick said. 

FBI national crime statistics 
show that women between the ages 
of 16 and 24 are the most likely to 
be raped. The greatest risks are 
during the beginning of the se- 
mester and school breaks.

Bisset-Grady estimated that 
fewer than 45 percent of rape vic- 
tims ever tell anyone, such as fam- 
ily members or friends, about their 
assaults. 

“It’s a highly under-reported 
crime. When it happens, the vic- 
tim is incredibly shamed, embar- 
rassed and sometimes feels guilty,” 
said Bisset-Grady. 

Often the victim of acquain- 
tance or date-rape is unsure of 
herself, Bisset-Grady said. More 
than 60 percent of rapes are com- 
mitted by someone the victim 
knows. 

“When it is an acquaintance, it 
is even more overwhelming, be- 
cause the victim questions her own

The sun was shining, the tem- 
perature was just right, and the 
wind was blowing ever so slightly 
as the sound of changing gears 
and the hum of knobby tires hov- 
ered in the air. 

Moving swiftly and carefully 
through the crowd of students, 
bicycle officers Bill Gnagy and 
Greg Revelez started their after- 
noon patrols, as students peeled 
off to the right or left. 

The pair moved around cam- 
pus with ease, and rode where 
patrol cars could not, to the inte- 
rior of the campus. 

“We are dispatched mostly to 
the inner campus,” said Revelez, 
“but we also bike to other areas 
where a patrol car just can not go, 
like the levee.” 

Revelez, 37, and a junior at 
CSUS, has been an officer with 
the campus police for two and a 
half years. Prior to becoming an 
officer, he spent eight and a half 
years working as a dispatcher for 
campus police. 

Gnagy, 39, has been with the 
campus police for about two and 
a half years after spending 15 
years with the Half Moon Bay 
Police Department. 

Both started a year-long com- 
mitment to bicycle patrolling at 
CSUS in July of this year, al- 
though they had worked the bicy- 
cling patrol before.

Most of the time, the pair ride 
together during their overlapping 
shifts. Occasionally, though, cir- 
cumstances require they split up to 
get the work done. On that particu- 
lar day, Revelez rode over to the 
River Front Cafe to check on some 
some details on a week-old case, 
while Gnagy biked to the Library 
quad to check on another case. 

The people Gnagy needed to 
talk to were not around, so he 
mounted up to continue patrol- 
ling the campus. Weaving in and 
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out of the students, he made his 
way up to the front of the school 
and started checking the parking 
lots. The higher profile of the bi- 
cycle officers in the parking lots 
has been credited as the main rea- 
son for a decrease in motor ve- 
hicle thefts and related vehicle 
crime. 

“You can see different things 
when you’re moving at a slower 
speed on the bikes,” said Revelez.

Get the facts and get hip to Hepatititis B screening

With so much information publiciz- 
ing the spread and danger of AIDS and 
HIV, it seems as though the Hepatitis B 
virus has somehow slipped out of fo- 
cus, keeping millions of Americans in 
the dark. 

Doctors have been taking note that 
many college students are not taking 
the Hepatitis B virus into account 
each time they engage in high-risk 
social activities. Contrary to popular 
opinion, the University of South 
Florida Health Sciences Center re- 
ports that Hepatitis B is 100 times 
more contagious than HIV. 





“Since elementary students are 
required to be immunized, by law, 
college-aged students are ata 
disadvantage against this virus, 
because they missed the cut off.” 


The American College Health As- 
sociation stated that over 70 percent of 
Hepatitis B cases reported annually in 
the United States are by college stu- 
dents or young adults between the ages 
of 15 and 39. This frightening statistic

is due to the fact that over 80 percent of 
college-age students have not taken 
precautions against HBV and under- 
gone the three-stage vaccination. 
Hepatitis B is a highly contagious 
virus that causes the liver to swell, 


creating liver discomfort and several 
flu-like symptoms. Some of the symp- 
toms are: perpetual tiredness, low- 
grade fever, nausea, muscle/joint 
aches, loss of appetite, vomiting, 
slight stomach pain, diarrhea, and in 
a few cases, jaundice. 

If viral Hepatitis is not diagnosed, 
the virus progresses into “fulminate” 
hepatitis. This severe stage of hepatitis 
can result in permanent liver damage, 
requiring alife-saving organ transplant. 

It is noted by the American Liver 
Foundation, that “Many cases of viral 
hepatitis are not diagnosed because they 
are suggestive of the flu.” Also, some-

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CSUS drops Causeway in 3-OT travesty 


Aggies outlast Sac State in see-saw battle after Hornets fritter away 14-0 lead

With Sacramento State football 
just looking for a win, the 44th Cause- 
way Classic slipped away in an ago- 
nizing 36-28 triple overtime loss — 
sending the Victory Carriage on a 
long and lonely trip back to Davis. 

“This was a very disappointing 
loss for us,” said head coach John 
Volek. “We can’t let this game affect 
our season. I don’t know how we’ll 
recover, but we need to.” 

After blowing a 14-0 lead in the 
first quarter, on the Hornets’ first 
two possessions, the Aggies’ of- 
fense responded with a never-say- 
die attitude. 

“Those big plays hurt us early,” 
said Aggie head coach Bob Biggs. 
“Fortunately after those drives, our 
defense still had confidence that they 
wouldn’t let the game slip away.” 

Since last season’s victory over 
the Aggies, the Hornets have lost 
11 straight games and have not 
won at home since 1995. This loss 
continued the Hornets’ disappoint- 
ing on-campus losing streak in the 
Causeway Classic since 1968. 

During the first quarter, when the 
Hornets jumped out to a 14-0 lead, it 
looked as if Sac State was going to 
rout its Division II rival, but instead 
both teams battled for almost three- 


and-a-half hours, giving the 15,650 
fans their money’s worth. 

The Hornets had an opportunity 
to win the game in the final seconds 
of regulation. Quarterback A.J. 
Bernhardt completed a 38-yard pass 
to wide receiver Jeff Kool, bringing 
the Hornets within field goal range 
on the Aggie 35. Unfortunately, 
with just two seconds left in the 
game, Scott Brown’s 42-yard field 
goal attempt was blocked. The game 
then went into overtime. 

Brown had also missed another 
field goal, hooking it left earlier in 
the fourth quarter from 41 yards out. 

Under the NCAA overtime rules 
which went into effect last season, 
each team gets the ball on the 
opponent’s 25-yard line. Overtime is 
not sudden death as each team is 
given an opportunity to score. 

In the first over time, the Aggies 
got the ball first, and took it down to 
the 3-yard line before running back 
Gerald Burgin fumbled it away to the 
Hornet defense. 

‘T was a little too aggressive with 
the ball,” Burgin said, “I tried to 
sneak the ball in.” 

Sac State could only gain one yard 
with its possession, forcing a game- 
winning field goal attempt from 41 
yards out. As with the previous at- 
tempt, Brown’s attempt was stuffed 
by a surging Aggie line. It was time

The football team was not the only 
Hornet squad to have a rough time on 
Saturday. Sac State’s women’s vol- 
leyball squad, 2-1 in the Big Sky and 
8-4 overall, dismantled Northern Ari- 
zona Friday night before losing the 
next day in five sets to the University 
of Montana. 

On Friday, the Hornets took on 
NAU, winner of six straight matches 
and a championship at the Western 
Michigan Invitational.

After falling behind 0-1 in the first 
game, the Hornets ripped off nine 
unanswered points to secure a 9-1 
lead. Senior outside hitter Shannon 
Beatty was on the service line for 
seven of the nine points. Head coach 
Debby Colberg found the right com- 


bination of players as she used the 
same lineup for the duration of the 
game. Sophomore outside hitter An- 
gela Lewis ripped eight kills on her 
way to 15 for the match. 


Last week’s Big Sky player of 


the week, NAU’s Jenny Treglown, 
led the Lumberjacks to a hard- 
fought 15-13 victory in game two. 
After falling down 8-6, NAU ran 
off nine of the last 14 points, in- 
cluding the final two on blocks by 
6-foot-4-inch middle blocker Su- 
san Brondell. 

Circumstances were looking 
grim for the Hornets as they found 
themselves down 13-11 in the third 
game. At that point, sophomore 
outside hitter Brenda Moorlag made 
her first appearance of the match. 
But she was used sparingly because 
of a back injury she suffered in the 
practice the day before. 

As was the case in the previous 
match against Weber State, Moorlag 
came up huge. She provided the

STUDENT TELLS 
HIS STORY OF ~ 
ALTERCATION 


Dear Editor, 

Thisisthe statement that] prepared for 
the Vice President of Student Affairs. It 
contains my explanation of whatoccurred: 

On Sept. 17, 1997, I was walking out 
of the University Union building, headed 
toward the front of the Library. Just as I 
left the Union a young man handing out 
fliers approached me and offered me one. 
I refused to take it. I said, “I’m not inter- 
ested.” [kept walking and he pursued me, 
asking me what was going tobe doing at 
noon. His persistence irritated me. I re- 
plied in a stern voice, “Studying.” As I 
kept walking, he began telling me that 
there was going to be some type of meet- 
ing at noon and that I should attend. I 
replied, “I’m not interested in your meet- 
ing.” He went on to tell me that we all 
descended from apes, and that blacks and 
whites are really of the same race. I was 
becoming quite irritated by his persis- 
tence and replied, “I don’t really give a 
damn. Why don’t you leave me alone?” 

As I reached the end of the fence 
surrounding the construction work on the 
Union building he struck me from behind 
and knocked me to the ground. I landed 
on my knees, left elbow and right hand. 
He immediately jumped on my back and 
began punching me to the back of the 


head and side of the head. He called mea, 
“blond hair, blue-eyed, white suprema- 
cist,” and continued to strike me about 
seven or 10 times. [kicked at him, knock- 
ing him away and got to my feet. He then 
said, ““White man is finally getting his.” 
He approached me to strike me again so 
[kicked at him and swung my fists. Then 
someone from the crowd, which had 
begun to gather around us, stepped in 
front of him and pushed him away. 

He then picked up his fliers and began 
distributing them to the crowd, saying 
“White man got his today.” He called me 
aracist and said that I deserved what I got 
because of that. He then said to the crowd 
that whites and blacks are all descended 
from apes and are all related. I replied to 
him, “Yes we are, but you should still be 
in the jungle because you’re still acting 
like a monkey. Your actions just go to 
show your level of intelligence.” 

He then began walking through the 
crowd toward the Homet Bookstore. I 
followed at a distance of about 10 yards 
and when I reached the phones at the 
Biology building I stopped and called the 
campus police. He looked at me on the 
phone and quickly disappeared through 
the crowd. I told the dispatcher the direc- 
tion he was headed in and the police 
apprehended him near Mendocino Hall. 
The dispatcher told me to go to Mendo- 
cino Hall to identify him so I did. The 
police officer asked me if I wanted to 
makeacitizen’s arrest. I toldhim I didand 


signed the papers. 


Afterward,oneof the officersescorfed 
me to the Health Center where I was 
treated for abrasions to the face; shoulder, 
knee, back and arms. Both of my nostrils 
were bleeding and I had to have two 
Stitches put in my lower lip. The officer 
obtained a camera while I was at the 
Health Center and took pictures of my 
injuries. He then told me that the indi- 
vidual who attacked me was given a 
Citation and released with a court date of 
October.

ASI invited to lend a helping hand

CSUS students have been invited 
to visit the mall — and help the 
community. 

Joseph Sheley, dean of Social 
Science and Interdisciplinary Stud- 
ies, tendered the invitation for stu- 
dents to help the Florin Mall Re- 
sources Center during the Sept. 17 
meeting of the Associated Students 
Inc. board of directors. 

Mall Hall, as it is known to vol- 
unteers, provides after-school tu- 


toring and a quiet place for Florin 
area high school students to read 
and study. CSUS student volunteers 
staff the study hall, located in an 
empty store front inside Florin Mall. 
Mall Hall opened its doors to stu- 
dents last spring. 

“If ASI would like to get in- 
volved in Mall Hall, let’s get to- 
gether and talk,” said Sheley. He 
described the center as a joint com- 
munity and CSUS outreach pro- 
gram. 

After listening to Sheley’s invi- 
tation, the board gave no response 


and moved on to the rest of its 
agenda, appointing two new direc- 
tors. There is now just one empty 
seat of the 13 directors. 

“T want to increase student in- 
volvement big time!” said Daniel 
Courtney, after being appointed the 
new director for Undeclared Stu- 
dents. He and Jennifer Mathis, the 
new director for the School of 
Health and Human Services, were 
sworn in by ASI President Sandra 
Schlemmer. 

In other business, the board made 
a revision to the strategic plan for 


the future of ASI and decided to 
look into establishing some form of 
group housing adjacent to campus 
in the near future. 

“Group housing near campus 
would definitely be great. A Greek 
row has been missing from Sac State 
long enough,” said Aaron 
Bermudez, a member of Sigma Pi 
fraternity. 

The board will investigate the 
potential for meeting a long-term 
goal of additional housing not only 
for fraternities and sororities, but 
other organizations as well.

cent of rapes being committed by 
someone the victim knows. 

“When it is an acquaintance, it 
is even more overwhelming, be- 
cause the victim questions her 
own judgment,” said Bisset- 
Grady. 

The law defines rape as non- 
consensual sexual intercourse ac- 
complished through force, the 
threat of force, or the person be- 
ing incapable of giving consent 
because of severe intoxication. 

Despite highly-publicized 
cases involving the use of 
Rohypnol, known commonly as 
“the date-rape drug,” Bisset- 
Grady knows of no documented 
cases involving CSUS students in 
which it was used. However, she 
did say that it was her guess that 
it probably has happened, either 
on campus or involving CSUS stu- 
dents. 

Rohypnol is used by rapists to 
induce the effects of amnesia, and 
causing the victim to forget the 


time in which the attack occurred. 
Even if the victim remembers the 
incident, gathering evidence can 
still be difficult, despite the vic- 
tim possibly knowing her assail- 
ant. 

“Often after a woman is raped, 
she will throw away the clothes 
she was wearing and shower, 
sometimes repeatedly, destroying 
evidence,” said Bisset-Grady. 

But evidence can still be found 
even after a couple of days have 
passed. 

“If it is within 72 hours, a 
woman can go to the (U.C. Davis) 
Medical Center for an evidence 
examination,” Bisset-Grady said. 

If a woman feels she has been 
the victim of rape, she can get 
free counseling from Psychologi- 
cal Services at the Student Health 
Center. 

“When it feels right, I would 
encourage her to talk to someone, 
a friend, family member, some- 
one who won’t judge her and will 
be supportive,” said Bisset-Grady. 

Though the media spotlight is

no longer drawing as much atten- 
tion to date rape, the problem 
hasn’t faded away, said Vivian 
Miller, director of Psychological 
Services at CSUS. 

Until this summer, the 
Women’s Resource Center had 
offered peer counseling, escort 
services, and has also accompa- 
nied women to off-campus legal 
proceedings, said Mary 
Bradsberry, a former student vol- 
unteer for the WRC. 

Currently, the WRC is not 
open, Bradsberry said. She en- 
couraged victims to turn to the 
rape prevention program offered 
at the Health Center for assis- 
tance. 

The Health Center offers a 
Rape Prevention Education Pro- 
gram. The center has a handout 
detailing prevention measures 
women can take to reduce the 
chance of rape. The brochure in- 
cludes safety tips for dating, 
spending time at home, and walk- 
ing on campus. 

“I strongly recommend that in-

dividuals take a self defense 
class,” said Bisset-Grady. 

She also recommended using 
the buddy system when walking 
to and from the parking lots, try- 
ing not to carry an abundance of 
books or packages, and parking 
and walking in well-lit areas. 

“I know campus lighting has 
been looked at, but I think many 
students still have concerns about 
this,” Bisset-Grady said. 

A campus-wide coalition con- 
cerned with safety is one of Bisset- 
Grady’s goals toward making 
CSUS a safer place. 

The campus does provide an 
escort service. It is available from 
5:30 to 11:30 p.m., Monday 
through Friday, by calling exten- 
sion 7260 from a campus tele- 
phone. 

The Student-Right-to-Know 
Act, passed in 1991, requires that 
universities release crime statis- 
tics from their campus security 
departments. The report is avail- 
able in the reserve book room of 
the Library.
